[We have ever remarked that English gentlemen are very apt to impute dis¬ 
honest motives to the owner uf a horse, provided that owner loses a race after 
having been a jockey himself. This arises perhaps from the fact that many men 
on the turf, formerly jockies, have suddenly amassed fortunes, and that some of 
them have stables of their own second to few in the kingdom. They never seem 
I to take into consideration tlie fact that tip top jockies, like Scott, Day, Chifney, 
Robinson, Buckle und others, frequently receive large sums in presents from the 
owners and friends of winning horses they have rode—thut a knowledge of t).e 
powers of the different torses entered in any stable, and their acquaintance with 
the stable secrets ot each other, enables them to "sport their tin” upon what it 
almost a certainty, and that while they " keep all they get, and get all 'hey can,” 
ttoy are, with hardly an exception, temperate, frugal, 11 money-iuaking” men.—

The Marquis of Westminster and the Earl of Lichfield will be stewards of 
the next Doncaster races. It is proposed to erect a new betting room, the pre 
sent place being little more than a bale in the wall, in the first floor of the Grand 
Stand. A small space in front of the Stand will probably be rniled off as a 1 
Ascot. 

You will have some idea of the crowds of visitors to Doncaster Races, when I 
state that the tickets of admission to the Grand Stand arc one guinea each, and 
yet 1800 were sold. The Royal Family, with Princes, Dukes, and their wives 
and female friends, always attend, with the elite of the nobility and gentry of the 
kingdom. 

Allow me to make a few practical remarks relative to the Doncaster St. Leger. 
In the first place, nearly all lbe North country sportsmen have been taken in; 
Elis is what is called a South country horse, having made a character at New¬ 
market. Scroggins is a Yorkshire horse, out of Ridsdule’s stud, near York.— 
The bets were " North versus South.” The North lost about 81,500,000. One 
nobleman, Lord Bentinck, who betted freely upon Elis, netted 16,0001. Last 
year a north country horse won, and the Southerners were annoyed; but the 
money lost this season by lbe defeat of the South battle is immense. It is 
scarcely credible, but 1 bear that $2,500,000 have changed hands. 

The Domsumt St. Leger is certainly the most important event in the year’s 
running. There is usually a long list of candidates for the honor of the Cup as 
well as huge stakes, (averaging about 810,000). But there is also the over¬ 
whelming interest that it is at the close of the season, and consequently it is a 
trial of the value and capableness of the various three-year-old winners during 
the six preceding months. As far as regards the mere value of the StakeB, the 
St. Leger is equalled by the Two Thousand guinea stakes at Newwarket: the 
Derby, at Epsom, sometimes is of equal value, and the Oaks Stakes are good.— 
But in reel interest, taking the actual as well ae the pecuniary together, no race 
surpasses the St. Leger. This, in a manner, is the wind up of the season.
